For Meeting 
At Red Deer 

Recent developments in the Hut¬ 
terite situation in the Brant dis¬ 
trict were described to members 
of the Vulcan Disrict Chamber of 
Commerce at their November 
meeting last Wednesday night and 
a public meeting on this subject, 
in conjunction with local FUA, will 
be held. 

This meeting is designed to give 
residents of the county a complete 
picture of events which have had 
a part In the resultant organizing 
of a conference at Red Deer, Nov. 
30, to Investigate all aspects of the 
Hutterite situation in Alberta. This 
conference is planned by East 
Central Alberta Development 
Board of which Richard Fritze of 
Castor is president. 

Two Brant farm women, Mrs. 
Stave Dixon and Mrs. R. D. Mac¬ 
Donald, were present and gave a 
first-hand account of developments 
since the Fletcher and George 
Hamilton lands were bought by 
individual Hutterites this spring. 
On a map it was shown that Hut¬ 
terites now own approximately 10 
sections, two and a half more sec¬ 
tions than would have been allow¬ 
ed had the colony application been 
upheld. 

Since early spring the following 
has taken place: 

•—After purchase became known 
the first protest meeting was held; 
—A delegation met with Com¬ 
munal Property Control Board, 
April 1; 

—Announcement of rejection of 
Hutterite application; 

— The application was appealed; 

—Second protest meeting was held 
May 28; 

—Second delegation met with 
cabinet ministers on June 1; 
—Final rejection on June 10. 

According to the speakers, late in 
June rumors were circulated that 
Hutterites were taking over the 
land regardless of previous ruling. 
Acting Minister of Municipal Af¬ 
fairs, Russel Patrick, was contact¬ 
ed June 19, and gave assurance 
that the government had not 
changed its decision and that 
action would be taken if Hutterites 
did move in Assurance also came 
from Mr. Patrick and local MLA

Continuing 
Says Committee 

A five-man delegation of 
Brant farmers met with a 
provincial cabinet commit¬ 
tee of five members in Cal¬ 
gary last Friday and asked 
that the provincial govern¬ 
ment uphold its own legisla¬ 
tion which forbids the esta¬ 
blishment of new Hutterite 
colonies, either as separate 
colonies or as extensions of 
existing colonies in Alberta 
without the approval of the 
Communal Property Control 
Board. 

An application of the Rock 
Lake Hutterian Brethren of 
Wrentham to purchase land 
in the Brant area was turn¬ 
ed down by the government 
this year, but since then the 
land has been purchased in 
the names of individual 
Hutterites of the Rock Lake 
colony and is now being 
farmed by members of the 
colbny. It is reported that 
the Hutterites have now 
purchased about 6,000 acres 
of land In the Brant district. 

The Brant group included 
farmers J. S. Dixon, R. D. 
McDonald, Ross Kennedy, E. 
Green and H. W. Bride. In 
the closed session with the 
cabinet committee they were 
told that the government 
was continuing investigations 
to determine if the Brant 
operation was really a 
colony. "We get the impres¬ 
sion,” said one member of 
the Brant group, “that the 
cabinet members feel the 
Hutterites present no real 
threat to us.”. The Brant 
farmers are determined to 
carry on their fight to get 
the government to take some 
action on the matter. 

Members of the cabinet 
committee, whose meeting in 
Calgary was one of a series 
designed to bring the govern¬ 
ment closer to the people, 
were Premier E. C. Manning, 
Provincial Treasurer A. O. 
Aalborg, Public Works Minis¬ 
ter Fred Colborne, Educa¬ 
tion Minister • Randolp Mc¬ 
Kinnon and Lands and 
Forests Minister Norman 
Willmore.
